Milan Rucka 
Killed On The 
Italian Front 

Killed on Jan. 8; Had Previously 
Suffered Wounds in Dec., 1943; 
Had Worked at McGillivray. 

Another Coleman youth has 
fallen on the Italian front. He is 
Milan Rucka, 21, eldest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Adam Rucka, of Nampa, 
Alberta, and formerly of Coleman. 

Born at Kvacany, Liptov, Czech¬ 
oslovakia, on April 23, 1923, he 
came to Canada with his parents 
when only nine months old. He 
received his education at Coleman 
public and high schools, residing 
here till he was sixteen years of 
age, moving to Nampa in 1939. He 
returned in December, 1942, and 
gained employment at McGillivray 
Creek, where he worked for almost 
two months. 

On Jan. 18,1943, he enlisted with 
Canada’s active army. After six 
months training at Cam rose and 
Calgary he went overseas in July. 
On Dec. 13, 1943, he received chest 
wounds caused by shrapnel, which 
resulted in him being a patient in 
a Malta hospital for four months. 
He later returned to the front lines. 

The parents received the sad 
news by wire on Jan. 16 informing 
them of his death on Jan. 8. 

Surviving are his parents, four 
sisters and a brother, at Nampa; 
a sister, Mrs. Steve Hatalrik, and 
a brother, Bohumil, of Coleman, 
and an uncle and aunt, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Rucka, of Coleman. 

The youth’s father is a veteran 
of the First Great War.

HEALTH PROGRAMS 

“Any voluntary efforts from indi¬ 
viduals or from organizations that 
will help to awaken the public should 
; be encouraged and valued,” the Fort 
' William Times-Jcurnal said in com¬ 
menting editorially on a resolution 
! approved at the recent annual meet¬ 
ing of the Health League of Canada 
in Montreal. 

The resolution expressed faith in 
the essential value of voluntary asso¬ 
ciation as an integral part of all 
health programs, both to make it 
possible for governments to initiate 
such programs and to insure the sup¬ 
port of these programs after they 
have been established. 

It also was stated i,n the resolution 
that pioneer effort in all fields of 
public health had largely resulted 
from voluntary activity on the part 
of interested citizens and that ex¬ 
penditures by governments on health 
in contra-distinction to the cure of 
preventable disease depend upon 
public opinion. 

“The Health League has put its 
finger on something that is true and 
essential,” the Times-Journal com¬ 
mented. "Without an awakened 
public opinion full success cannot be 
achieved in any public health pro¬ 
gram. To arouse that public opinion 
there must be leadership and inspira- 
| tion. Any voluntary efforts from in¬ 
dividuals or from organizations that 
will help to awaken the public should 
be encouraged and valued. 

“As a field for such voluntary ef¬ 
fort few can be more important to 
the nation than the matter'of public 
health. A healthy people is indis¬ 
pensable for any nation that will play 
I a worthy part in the strenuous days 
j that are to come for the world.” 

| In this connection it will be inter- 
I esting to note that Dr. Albert LeSage, 

| co-president of the Quebec Division of 
the Health League, in an address at 
the annual meeting in Montreal said 
that the responsibility for public 
health does not belong exclusively to 
the federal, provincial and municipal 
governments.

The one answer to the billion 
eggs is assured, if the Canadian poul- j 
try industry does a better job in the 
three essentials — quality, efficiency, 
and timing.

Dear Sirs: Well, here goes a few 
lines to let you know that all’s 
o.k. and that Xmas went over 100% 
even though we didn’t spend it with 
our loved ones. 

First of all I want to thank the 
Legion for its splendid gifts 
throughout the past year and also 
the miners’ union for the cigs I 
received just before Xmas, and 
lastly, but not least, the Ladies 
Auxiliary for the lovely Xmas par¬ 
cel, which also arrived before 
Xmas. 

I must say we from Coleman 
have a town of which to be very 
proud. I don’t know, nor have I 
heard, of any other place in Can¬ 
ada that looks after its boys over¬ 
seas as well as Coleman. On behalf 
of all over here I wish to convey 
my hearty thanks to all local or¬ 
ganizations and to the people of 
Coleman who make these gifts 
possible. 

The Journals have been arriving 
regularly, and boy, are they ap¬ 
preciated. I give them to Roy Gor- 
rett within a couple of days of 
their arrival. I met Ross Foster on 
Xmas morning and we had a little 
chat together and at the moment 
we only reside a few minutes walk 
from each other. 

Roy Foster is getting along all 
right after his accident.

SASKATOON.—As it is impossible 
for tlic present population of Canada 

to consume more than half of the 
agricultural production of the do¬ 
minion and price support policies 
are based on the assumption that 
the surplus can be sold somewhere, 
said J. G. Taggart, chairman of the 
agricultural prices support board, in 
an address to the Saskatchewan 
Livestock Association here. 

"Therefore, unless we can main¬ 
tain a large volume of external trade 
the price support program cannot 
be successful," he said. “We have 
an obligation to maintain friendly 
and amicable relations with other 
nations, and if we can do this the 
cause of firice collapse will be 
eliminated.” 

Price support for agricultural pro¬ 
ducts had universal acceptance across 
Canada, he said, and its purpose 
would be to guide production so as j 
to raise and lower prices. It was im -1 
perative to maintain the same price j 
in Canada for agricultural products j 
as outside the dominion in order to 
avoid retaliation from other countries 
by way of embargoes and high tariffs, 
he emphasized. 

Present prices, although moder¬ 
ate, were reasonably stable, he said, 
adding the farmer responded more 
favorably to a reasonable and stable 
price over a long period than to a 
high price for his product during a 
shortage period of prosperity.
